After the iuquest Hughes waa 
released by the police and allowed to 
return to Santa Monica, where, it is said, 
his child is dying. The inquest was held 
at 7 o’clock in the evening and the fol­ 
lowing testimony was elicited: William 
Gorme, the keeper of the Crystal Palace 
saloon, testified that he had known the 
deceased about three years. “The de­ 
ceased and Hughes were standing at the 
bar when another man passed through 
the room and then returned and asked 
Robinson to play a game of poker. Rob­ 
inson said, ‘Why don’t you play with this 
man ?’ meaning Hughes. They all three 
went into the cardroom and played for 
about 
three 
hours. 
Robinson 
did 
uot 
play 
but 
looked 
on 
and 
called for several rounds of diinks. At 
about 11 o’clock the stranger came out 
of the room and asked for another pack 
of cards. I took them out of the drawer 
and Rtarted to go into the room, but be­ 
fore I got there 1 heard the shooting. I 
put the cards in the drawer and ran out 
into the wash-room. One shot after an­ 
other was fired. I could not see into the 
room. After five or six shots were fired, 
I saw the two men who were with 
the 
deceased 
run 
out 
the 
front 
door. 
I then went back behind the 
counter and one of the men came back 
and fired two or three more shots into 
the card room. I ran into the card 
room and found Robinson crouching 
down behind the table, which was over­ 
turned. The deceased had played at 
this saloon before, but I did not know 
the third man, but had seen him twice 
before. I believe that this man did the 
shooting. 
I had heard no growling 
about the playing during the evening.” 
James Kershaw, the Lawson patrol 
man, testified that he had heard the 
shooting and saw a man come running 
out of the 6aloon. “ Going into the card 
room I saw the deceased sitting on the 
floor behind the table, which was upset. 
I asked him who did the shooting, but 
he could not speak. There was a pistol 
lying near his hand, pointing away from 
liim.” 
Dr. Choate, who was summoned to 
give medical aid to the dyiDg man, testi­ 
fied that death had resulted from a bullet 
wound, which began at the hip and 
terminated in the lungs. The deceased 
had refused to speak about the affair, 
except to say that Hughes could tell all 
about it. “ We asked if it was a little 
man with a gold-headed cane that shot 
him, and he answered that it was.” 
The man Hughes, who was the only 
witness to the scene between Robinson 
aud the unknown man, was next exam­ 
ined. He testified in brief as follows: 
I reside at Santa Monica and have al­ 
ways been a railroad man until I came 
out here, about a year ago. Last night I 
met the deceased and he told me about 
a man whom he called the “ LittleMac,” 
who had promised to meet him at the 
Oxford Hotel. While we were drink­ 
ing 
at 
the 
Oxford bar this man 
came in 
from 
the 
back 
of 
the 
saloon, walked up aud spoke to Frank, 
the deceased, and took a drink with me. 
Franx said he had an engagement with a 
girl, and couldn’t play to-night. Then 
the “mac” said to me, ‘I will play you, 
if you w ish, a little single-handed game,* 
and we all went back into the card-room 
together. The “m ac’ and I played until 
about 11 o’clock; I was winning nearly 
all the time. The “mac” then got up 
and said: ‘Let me have a new pack to 
change my luck,’ and stepped to the 
door, tearing up some of the cards as he 
did so. 
He asked for the cards, but in­ 
stead of waiting for them he came back 
and said to the deceased: ‘You have 
been in with this all the time,’ and 
palled a pistol out of his pocket. He 
fired at the deceased 
and 
he fell 
back into the corner. He fired twice. 
I caught his arm and 
threw him 
back againBt the partition and then 
dodged out under his arm. As I ran out 
into the barroom I heard more shots. I 
thought he was going to shoot me. The 
cards we 
were 
playing with were 
marked. 
The ‘mac’ 
knew 
it but 
did not 
ruspect 
that 
there 
were 
other marks on them than the ones 
of which he knew. 1 only saw one 
pistol. If the deceased carried one I 
did not know of it.” 
John Dunn, a clerk, testified that he 
knew the deceased. 
“ His name is 
Mathew Robinson, and he is 27 years of 
age. I recognize this pistol as the one 
he owned.” 
The jury brought in a verdict that 
“Mathew Robinson camo to his death 
from a gunshot wound inflicted by a 
person unknown to the jury, but de­ 
scribed in the evidence as a ‘little 
mac.’ ”

UNFAIR TREATMENT. 
The Route it is Proposed to Follow. 
Prospects 
for 
Early 
Constrnction. 


W hen General Passer ger Agent J . S. 
Tebbetts, of the Union Pacific railroad, 
was in Los Angeles a few months ago, he 
inform ed a H e r a l d reporter that the e x - 
tention of the U tah Southern to this city 
was an assured fact. 
He stated that a 
corps of surveyors was in the field, and 
th a t when they had decided on a route 
the Union Facific would commence active 
operations. The following article, which 
is taken from th e Salt Lake Tribune. 
gives the result of the investigations of 
the engineers: 
In a talk yesterday with Engineer J . 
Fewson Smith, of the Union Pacific, the 
following facts relative 
to the Utah 
Southern extension survey were elicited. 
T here have been two parties out since 
February last, under the direction of G. 
W . Snow and J . A. West respectively, 
w ith Mr. Smith as supervising engineer, 
a n d they have given the entire country 
on the line to Mojave and Barstow such 
a thorough going over that the route 
finally selected by them will no doubt be 
approved by the powers that be at 
Omaha without any quibbling. The line 
of the preliminary survey made a year 
ago started from Black Rook, twenty- 
two miles this side of Milford, and ended 
a t 
Ash 
Meadows, 
Lincoln county 
Nevada. The present survey begins at 
Milford Station and extends to Mojave 
and Barstow. 
The main line laid out 
this trip is shorter than that selected as 
probable in the preliminary survey by 
fifty miles, the grades nowhere exceed 
100 feet, with the curves at a maximum 
of 6 degrees. The length of the lines 
surveyed aggregate nearly 1,600 miles, 
th e m ain line being only about a third 
of this, and the 
rest 
representing 
auxiliary lines, a plan that gives the 
O m aha big guns abundant choice in mak­ 
ing a selection of routes. 
And it may be 
said here that th e choice will be open for 
selection of a line approaching more 
nearly the mining camps with steeper 
gradients and a shorter cut across the 
country, or of a little longer line farther 
from the principal mining camps and 
with much easier grades and curves. The 
main line now designated by the engi­ 
neers as the most feasible, on leaving 
Milford bears across the Escalente Val­ 
ley, and goes over the rim of the Great 
Salt Lake basin opposite Pioche. Thence 
the general course is northwest to Bristol 
Pass in the Ely range, near Bristol min 
ing camp, where great quantities of me­ 
dium grade ores are mined. 
From there 
the line strikes into the W hite River 
watershed, and thence through Coal 
Valley over the Freiburg Pass into the 
Pennoyer Valley and on to Kane Springs. 
Beyond that the line runs to the head­ 
waters of the Armagoea river, which is 
followed to Ash Meadows where tho 
course is to Death Valley, and on cross­ 
ing the plateau between Death and Pan 
am int Valleys, the main line runs over 
into the Mojave desert, and straight on 
to Barstow. 
From there to Los Angeles 
is but a short run. 
OF THE AUXILIARY LINES, 
P art of which m ay be used 88 the main 
line, and which are run to strike the 
m ining camps more direct, the principal 
one deflects frcm the main line in the 
W hite River district, and runs through 
the Paranagat, Timpahute, Groom and 
Southeastern districts, joining the main 
line again at K ane Springs, after a detour 
of about 150 miles, and striking valuable 
m ining properties. The second auxiliary 
line penetrates Paliram pt Valley, be­ 
tween Kingston Mountain and Resting 
Springs, and across the Tecopah range 
country, and continuing right through to 
Mojave Sink, or near Death Valley. 
There are a num ber of other auxiliary or 
trial lines, whose object and aggregatu 
length have been already referred to. 
Every available pass has been examined 
between the Colorado river on the south, 
and the lines developed on the north. 
The heavy cafions were easily avoided, 
thus avoiding also a work of an excessive 
character. The coat of building this road 
will be moderate, about $12,000 to $20,­ 
000 per m ile; the route is entirely feasi­ 
ble, and though there mu.*t be consider* 
ble 
culvert building, 
the items of 
bridges and trestles will be very light. 
Moreover, the character of the country 
admitB of rapid construction, eo that 
when President Adams once gives the 
word, “ Are you ready?” G o!” con­ 
struction can be pushed at the highest 
rate of speed. 
Mr, Smith says his state­ 
m ents made in the report on the prelim­ 
inary survey as to the mineral wealth of 
the country traversed by the extension 
m ust be enlarged, as they prove to be 
entirely beneath what the outlook would 
justify him in stating now. 
Not only he 
but other railroad men who have been 
through there recently are very enthusi­ 
astic over the mineral outlook.* All that 
has been said before can be doubled and 
said over again, and Mr. Smith is certain 
that local traffic will abundantly sup­ 
port the road when once put through. 
The pass elevations remain practically 
unchanged from the figures given in the 
preliminary survey. 
The distance be­ 
tween Salt Lake and Los Angeles via 
Barstow will be BOO miles, a saving of 
500 miles over the present route. 
Mr. 
Smith and the surveyors are now getting 
out their maps and the report, which will 
be readv in a few days for transmission 
to Omaha.

Magee, of Lan­ 
caster, brought down eight tram ps yes­ 
terday morning charged w ith malicious 
mischief in burning and destroying lum­ 
ber belonging to William Tweedy, of 
Antelope Valley, and who are to pass 
the next eighteen days in the county 
jail. Constable Magee reports that at 
the lowest estimate there are .‘150 tram ps 
along the road between Los Angeles and 
Mohave. 
They travel in squads of ten 
or fifteen, and when night comes on 
they burn lumber, ties or whatever they 
can 
find, on 
account of 
the cold­ 
ness of the weather. 
W hen arrested 
they 
threaten 
to

day and burn the town for vengeance. 
The residents along the line of the rail­ 
road are greatly pestered by these va­ 
grants, and it is scarcely safe for a wo­ 
man to remain in a house alone, for they 
do not ask for, but dem and, food. 
They 
will not work, and are evidently part of 
the great detachment of tram ps that 
pours into Southern California every fall 
to escape the inclemencies of an Eastern 
winter.

BORE THROAT. 
Iuflsm m atory action of an y kin d in the nose 
speeiiily extends itself to th e throat. 
From 
h e ih ro a t each b rtath we draw carries the 
lrritatio u onw ard and downward through the 
bronchial tubes; as these are involved th e sup­ 
ply o l air to th e luugs becomes gradually d i­ 
m inished, tubérculos m ay form and bronchitis 
end in consum ption. 
“Sore throat.’’ is the 
popular term used in speaking of th ro at dis 
eases, differing widely from each other in 
th eir nature and treatm ent. 
The th ro at com prises th e w hole space from 
Ihe posterior uares dow n to th e entrance into 
the w indpipe aud gullet. The several parts 
liable to disease are th e m ucous m em brane 
lining th e throat, the m ucous follicles or little 
glande, w hich in health, secrete the lubricat­ 
ing m ucous, the u v u la or ped u lu s part w hich 
hangs dow n from the cu rtain of th e palate aud 
th e tonsils. 


a c u t e o r s i m p l e b o r e t h r o a t . 
The most himple form of throat disease is 
inflam m ation of the mucouK m em brane, re­ 
su ltin g from recent cold. 
It is most, prevalent 
in cold or dam n w eather. The sym ptom s are 
a ro ughness in th e throat, w ith a s ight pain 
and sw elling. T he throat looks red and angry 
and th e tongne is slightly coated w ith white 
fnr. 
W ithin a lew days sm all w hitish 6pots, 
w hich look like ulcers, form on tho back of the 
th ro at and about the root of the tongue. If the 
attack be m ild, these aphthous points disap­ 
pear a t th e end of three or four days, but when 
inoie severe they leave behind them superficial 
ulccrB. 
W hen th e acute inflam m ation is not 
e n tire ly rem oved it is likely to degeneate into 
a chronic form, and g radually develop w hat is 
called g ran u lar disease, o r it m ay end in an 
abscess of th e tonsil glands, or cause chronic 
enlargem ent of th e tonsila and elongation ol 
th e uvula. 
CHROMIC SORE THROAT. 
T his like nearly all affections of the thro-it 
and nos-, usually begins w ith a sevt're cold, 
and is alm ost always attended w ith a hoarse­ 
ness. 
It is m ore frequently a m ere extension 
o f catarrh or sore throat than an original dis­ 
ease. th e irritatio n escaping down and fixing 
itself upon the delicate organism of this part, 
aud thence gradually jo u rn ey in g onw ard to 
the lungs. 
W hen it occurs hb a consequence of 
catarrh or sore throat, the sym ptom s are com- 
parat.vely m ild. There m ay be pain but it is 
m ore com m on to find only a seuse of tickling 
w hich provokes cougli. M any com plain of a 
sensation as o f ‘•som ething sticking th ere," to 
get rid of w hich they keep up a lasplng eflbrt 
to clear th e w indpipe. The voice íb always 
m ore or less aff ected, being rough in th e early 
BtRRe. hut more feeble after th e disease is fully 
established. There is often a slig h t tenderness 
over th at prom inence of tho neck know n a* the 
“Apple of A dam " (Pom nm Adam ), a h eat and 
a sense of tightness an d frequently som e slight 
difficulty in swallowing. 
The causes which produce th is form of dis­ 
ease are various. It arises iu clergym en aud 
public speakers aud others from too violent 
use of t&e voice. The vocal cords becom e ex ­ 
hausted and lose th eir tone from straiuiug and 
overuse. Dust and all Irritating m atters iu the 
air are liable to bo draw n into tho windpipe 
aud produce irritatio n . I t is m ore often a 
m ere sequel to sore throat, th e inflam m ation 
exten d in g down to th e larnyx by reason ol the 
continuity of m ucoua m em brane. 
B ut from 
w hatever cause it arises it is 
alw ays a serious m alady. 
The chronic form 
threatens the com plete destruction 
of 
the 
voice, and rarely ends un til it has involved 
the luugs in disease. Every slig h t cold, every 
change in the w eather, every n ig h t of dust, 
feeds the irritatio n and in creases th e inveter­ 
acy of its hold. 
Un the o ther h and chronic laryngitis fre­ 
quently occurs as a sequel of consum ption, 
aud is produced, or at least very m uch aggra­ 
vated, by the irritation of th e expectorated 
m atter. O ccuriing as a consequence of tu b er­ 
cles, it is one of the most distressing com plica­ 
tions and adds greatly to th e p atien t’s distress. 
In th is form there is m ore or less ulceration of 
the vocal chords, beginning on the lower side 
and gradually extending upw ard. These ulcers 
often penetrate through th e m ucous aud cellu­ 
lar m em branes, involving th e m uscular tissue 
and not infrequently attack th e ligam ents and 
cartilages them selves. 
W hen th e laryngeal disease is secondary to 
that of th e lungs, an d dei>endent upon it. we 
can ouly hope to effect a cure by those m eans 
w hich w ill rem ove its cause, aud these we 
have considered, and shall m ore fully consider, 
und er th e head of "C onsum ption.’’ 
In addition 
to 
inflam m ation, 
acute or 
chronic, th e iarynx is liable to abRcesses, to 
w arty grow ths an d to 
polipi. 
Under the 
action of long con tin u ed Irritation th e vocal 
cords becom e thickened, rendering th e voice 
husky au d ind istin ct. 
Aud again, we may 
have com plete loss of voice fro m ia ls y o f the 
cords, constituting an affection know n to the 
physicians by th e term of ‘ A phonia.” Unless 
the rem edies are applied to th e seat of the 
disease it 1b useless to try to effect a cure. 
It is 
lor th is reason th at judicious iu h ala'lo u s arc 
successful when all o ther m eans have been 
tried w ithout avail. 
TONSILITIS 
Is an acnto inflam m ation or th e tonsils, 
w hich cODRÍRta of a collection or m ass of sm all 
m ucous follicles o r glands w hose office in to 
secrete a portion of th e fluid w hich keeps the 
th ro at m oist. There are persons who suffer 
every w inter, 
sometlmeH oftcner, w ith an 
attack of acute inflam m ation of these gland». 
The trouble begins w ith a slight soreness and 
sw elling, which g rad u ally iucreases un til the 
act of swallowing is attended w ith g reat suffer­ 
ing. 
These glands are som etim es affected by a 
chronic Inflam m ation, an d are found enlarged 
an d very m uch hardened. In »uch cases they 
hecrete a th in , 
un h ealth y , irritating fluid, 
w hich Is spread over th e throat, perpetuating 
the disease. In th e throats o f m any youug 
persons these glands are perm anently so large 
as to render respiration exceedingly difficult. 
The defective breathing 
of 
children thus 
affected ofteD oocasions contraction of th e 
chest, an d lays tho foundation for consum p­ 
tion. The eu .ta ch lan tubes (the moutbB of 
w hich are JuBt above th e palate) are often in ­ 
flamed, an d partial deaf nesa is th e result. 
M any p atien ts suffering from a th ro at dis­ 
ease are dyspeptic, and suffer fiom depression 
of Bpirits. So often does tnis sym ptom present 
itself th a t it may alm ost be regarded as one of 
th e peculiar ties. P ctboub th u s afflicted have 
usually th e dark And dingy look of th e face 
w hich denotes functional derangem ent of the 
liver. They are frequently em aciated, nerv­ 
ous, hypoohrondriacal, irritab le an d often ex­ 
hausted from o th er canses, in com bination 
w ith this disease. 


GRANULAR BORE THROAT 
Is th e m ost serious torm o r rnroat disease. It is 
bo called LecauRe on looking in to the throat 
granulations of various sizeB are seen, studding 
the m em brane and causing it to appear rongb 
and uneven. 
Som etim es these granulations* 
appear in patc'aes. bnt generally they are regu­ 
lar an d distinct. W hen allow ed to progress the 
m ucous follicles of the lary n x soon become in­ 
volved, and then w e have added to th e other 
sym ptom s a husklness of th e voice in speaktng 
or reading aloud, w ith a frequent effort to clear 
th e w indpipe, by w hich a thick, sticky, bluish- 
colored m ncons Is forced off w ith considerable 
difficulty. The transition from a sim ple to a 
granular sore throat is very easy. The patient 
becom es conscious of vexatious titillatlon, pro­ 
ducing a desire to clear th e throat several tim es 
during th e course of the day. He m ay not no­ 
tice th is him self, but it is. nevertheless, ob­ 
served by his 1 rienda. Some m onths later this 
disposition Is found to have increased, an d to 
be attended w ith an occasional desire to swal­ 
low, th e patien t—to use bis own words—feeling 
som ething sticking in b is throat.

Coming Weekly.

Eastern visitors are pouring into Los 
Angeles at the rate of about 1,500 a week, 
and tbe advices show that this influx is 
likely to continue for about the next two 
m onths at least. As has been pointed 
o u t before in th e H e r a l d , a large pro­ 
portion of this travel comes by the 
regular trains in spite of the many ex­ 
cursion coaches which are coming in this 
direction in an almost unbroken proces­ 
sion. 
It is well to note that most of the 
visitors are of a very desirable element, 
being 
traders, 
agriculturists, 
mer­ 
chants 
and 
other 
business 
men 
who 
are 
interested by what they 
have 
Heard 
of the many 
advan­ 
tages here, have decided to come and 
inspect for them selves. The result of 
this is very satisfactory. 
Interviews 
with the ^jsitora show that Los Angeles 
and the surrounding country has fully 
answered their expectations, and there 
is not the slightest doubt that the out­ 
come will be a swarming into this coun­ 
try of settlers such as has not been wit­ 
nessed before in the history of Southern 
California. 
Last year many came for 
speculative purposes, and having made a 
few thousand dollars on the advance of 
property left for “ pastures new,” but this 
year the visitors come with a different 
purpose—they come to see if the country 
is suitable for them to establish homes. 
Of course as a sanitarium , Los Angeles 
attracts a good many of the wealthy 
classes of the East who come simply to 
pass the winter, as they do not care to 
break up 
their 
homesteads on the 
Atlantic Coast. 
This however is quite 
satisfactory, as the hotel-keepers reap a 
golden harvest thereby and the traders 
and citizens at large are equally favor­ 
ably 
affected. 
The 
fact 
that the 
yellow fever has 
not entirely dis­ 
appeared from 
Florida will 
almost 
entirely 
stop 
the tourist travel ,iu 
th at direction this fall, and, therefore, 
those who prefer to pass the winter 
months in th eir own country to crossing 
the ocean and wandering about among 
strangers in Europe, will visit California, 
and when they have once come thev will 
come again. 
Messrs. Raymond & Whit­ 
comb, who handle a large portion of the 
first-class tourist business fron>the East 
to this Coast, report th at so far there has 
been an advance of 30 per cent, on their 
travel as compared with last fall, and 
the indications are that this proportion 
will be increased rather than diminished. 
The following list of excursions that will 
leave the E ast for Los Angeles daring the 
season will doubtless be regarded with 
in terest:

THE CATTLE IN T E R E S. 


Progress of the Beef Trust 
Investigation. 


EVIDENCE TAKEN PRO AND CON. 


The R ange Men an d B utchers J o in t 
C onvention Not a H ow ling 
¡Success. 


Aisociatcd Press Dispatches to th e H krald. I 


St. L ons, November 32.—The Senate 
Cattle Trade Investigating Committee 
met again this morning. T. L. Leonard, 
of Saline county, one of the largest im­ 
porters of black cattle in Missouri, said 
the cattle markets were paralyzed by the 
control the dressed beef men had secured. 
There is r.o competition in the market 
between the buyers. 
Senator Plumb asked witness if he 
thought the price to the consumer lower 
than formerly, when there were no pack­ 
ing houses. 
Witness—I know the prices we get for 
our live beef does not justify the price 
which the consumer pays. 
Levi Samuels, a wholesale butcher of 
New York, formerly an exporter, tesli- 
fied that the cattle market is now do- 
pressed. 
He was familiar with the 
dressed beef business. 
With the excep­ 
tion of one or two towns in the East all 
the beef sold there is dressed beef. The 
local butchers have quit slaughtering or 
buying from the wholesale slaughterers. 
The reason for this was that the Western 
dressed beef men have gone in there 
and offered their beef lower than the 
local 
butchers could buy cattle and 
slaughter them. 
In this way the local 
slaughterers were forced to quit killing 
and to buy dre^sed beef from the West. 
When tho Western men had secured 
control they put up the price high enough 
to justify their loss previous to obtaining 
Control. 
A. W. H illiard, of Midland, Texas, 
stated that about a year ago he was 
negotiating with the proprietors of the 
beef refrigerator in El Paso to supply it 
with cattle, but the negotiations fell 
through because the El Paso people were 
closed out. 
The Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road refused to supply cars for the 
transportation of dressed beef to Los 
Angeles, having a contract with the 
Chicag people, which compelled them 
to exclude the El Paso people. 
Richard Gray, General Freight Agent 
of the Southern Pacific system, with his 
office at San Francisco, was examined at 
his own request. 
He wished to get on 
record a denial of the statem ent made 
by Hilliard and another witness with 
reference to the com pany’s refusal lo 
furnish refrigerator cars at El Paso. J Iiíb 
statement could not be true, a9 the com­ 
pany never had any refrigerator cars in 
its equipment. The company had never 
refused to furnish box cars to any one 
when it had them. 
Senator Cullom thought he had Gray 
cornered when the latter adm itted that 
his company had refused to accept cars 
from other companies and compelled 
shippers to transfer from original cars to 
Southern Pacific cars. 
Gray, however, 
qualified this sta'em ent by’ saying the 
Southern Pacific only had done this when 
the care offered Were unfit to go aver the 
steep grades and aroundthe sharp curves 
of their road. 
George Beck of Detroit, butcher and 
cattle dealer for the last thirty years, tes­ 
tified that the dressed beef organization 
had been the meaus of crushing out all 
the butchers throughout the East and 
concentrating the cattle business in Chi­ 
cago. 
Warren Buck master, a retail butcher 
of Akron, Ohio, testified that in 1887, 
the labor unions oi Akron, Ohio, passed 
a resolution not to buy meats of Armour 
& Co. The ^ butchers of Akron were 
happy, but io a few days Armour sent 
down a carload of meat and undersold 
them all. 
Armour’s concern opened 
two 8 to res in the heart of Akron, and 
actually gave away the best meat in the 
land. 
The result was the signing of an 
agreement by the Butchers’ Association 
to give preference to the 
house of 
Armour & Co., the latter agreeing (o 
close 
their retail establishm ents in 
Akron. 
Iustead of closing their Btores, 
they sold them to local butchers to be 
run to the great detrim ent of the trade. 
Witness adm itted, 
however, 
th at at 
present the consumers get their meat 
much cheaper then before Armour & Co. 
came in. 
John Duff, of Detroit, a butcher of 
twenty-six years’ experience, testified 
that he was met at Cheboygan six years 
ago by Armour meat, and closed out of 
the m arket there. 
At twenty-six places 
in Michigan, outside of Detroit, Armour’s 
nieat is one cent per pound higher than 
in Detroit. 
In those towns, butchers 
who six years ago were well-to-do, are 
now bankrupt. 
Only one witness was exam inued at 
the night session, A. C. Cassidy, an 
East St. Louis commission man. 
He 
explained the difference between Chi­ 
cago and St. Louis as a cattle market on 
purely business principles, and claimed 
that if St. Louis did the right thing, the 
cattle question would come out all right.

thereof, it is 
Resolved, That we favor a National in­ 
spection law, providing that it shall* be 
unlawful to transport from one State into 
another State or foreign country JSany 
beef, pork, mutton or veal to be sold for 
hum an food, which has not been in­ 
spected alive at the slaughtering place 
by an inspector of the United States, 
and found healthy. 
Tho resolutions favor the appointment 
of practical stockmen as National in­ 
spectors, and oppose local or State in­ 
spection laws which shall hinder the free 
transportation and m arketing of meat 
products, on the grounds that such laws 
would have a tendency to destroy compe­ 
tition, and would not command the con­ 
fidence iu foreign countries that National 
inspection would.

THE NATION'S CURRENCY. 


An Inventory of Uncle Pirn’s 
Treasures. 


J o i n t C o n v e n t i o n of the T w o A n o * 
elation* O p e n e d . 
Sr. Louis, November 22.—The long- 
deferred joint convention of the Range 
Association ane Butchers was held to­ 
night in the Exposition building. 
Only 
100 people we re present when Thomas 
Armour called the meeting to order. 
The report of the joint committee of the 
International Association was read by 
H. M. Taylor, of Denver. 
The report 
cites the danger of a combination and 
concentration of the markets of the 
country in the preamble, while in the 
resolutions it favors combiued efforts on 
the part of butchers and cattlemen to 
6ecure such legislation as will restore 
the old condition of the trade, so that in­ 
stead of having only two markets for 
cattle in the country, there will be hun­ 
dreds of points where brisk competí»ion 
will ensure some benefit to small dealers 
and consumers. 
Colonel Charles Jam es, President of 
the Butchers’ National Association, ad­ 
dressed the Convention at length, recit­ 
ing the results of his investigations in 
various cities as to the workings of 
dressed beef combines. 
An address by 
C. C. Slaughter, of Texas, followed, after 
which Colonel J . O. Broadhead, of St. 
Louis, read a paper on the constitution­ 
ality of the State inspection laws. The 
result of a secret conference held places 
the butchers and rangers in favor of the 
passage of laws providing for the inspec­ 
tion of cattle on the hoof, only at regular 
stockyards, and the inspection of meat 
for export at the request of the exporter. 


NATIONAL INSPECTION LAW’ WANTED. 
W hile the joint convention of the

Treasurer of the U nited States, Hon. 
•lames W yatt, has submitted to Secretary 
Fairchild his annual report of the opera­ 
tions of the Treasury. The net revenues 
of the Government for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1888, were $378,266.074, 
and the net expenditures $267,924,801; 
the surplus receipts available for the re­ 
duction of the public debt being $111,­ 
341,273, an increase of $7,870,176 over 
the year before. 
As compared with 
1887, 
the revenues 
were 
$7,862,797 
greater, and the expenditures $7,378 less. 
The Treasury balance increased dur­ 
ing 
the 
year 
from 
$69,224,379 to 
$129,804,242, and the total assets, includ­ 
ing certificates of deposit in cash, from 
$622,304,284 to $764,729.535. The net 
change of $60,579,863 in the balance was 
produced by the increase of $37.526,468 
in assets, and a decrease of $23,053.394 
in liabilities. The silver balance fell off 
more than $27,000,000. The principal 
increase of aseete was in United States 
notes and deposits in national banks,, 
and the principal decrease of liabilities 
in the public debt and funds for the re­ 
demption of national bank notes. There 
was a net decrease of $74,788,920 during 
the fiscal year in the principal of interest 
bearing debt. The total purchases of bonds 
for tho sinking fund, out of the surplus 
revenues, were $51,454,300, the premium 
paid, exclusive of the accrued interest, 
being $8,270,842. The gold and silver 
coin and bullion in the country, and all 
kinds of notes and certificates outstand­ 
ing June 30, 1887, amounted to $1,925,­ 
259,882, 
and 
June 
30, 
1888, 
to 
$2.093,502,072. 
The stock of gold and 
silver increased from $1,007,313,901 to 
$1,092,$91,690, mostly in gold. 
The in­ 
crease in the volume of paper circulation 
was $83,423,400, resulting from an in­ 
crease of $110,319,955 in the am ount of 
certificates, 
and 
a 
falling 
off 
of 
$26,895,554 in the total of notes and 
fractional currency. 


DESTRUCTION OF PAPER CURRENCY. 
Some attention has been given to the 
question of the probable loss or destruc­ 
tion of paper currency, but without any 
very definite result. 
A tuble is given 
showing the course of the redemption of 
the first issue of legal tender notes, until 
the notes are called in by the Govern­ 
m ent, or some other cause brings them 
to tbe Treasury. 
The loss from destruc­ 
tion m ust be more or less a matter of 
conjecturo. The most cartful estim ate 
fiom data at hand places it at one per 
cent or less, according to denomination. 
Certificates of denosit, am ounting to 
$24.110.000 were issued for United States 
uotes, and $18.465,000 were redeemed, 
leaving 
$14,665,000 outstanding. 
The 
Treasurer attributes the decrease cf the 
use of these certificates since 1886, to the 
change in the m anner of redeeming 
them, the holder now receiving the same 
notes th a t were deposited instead of new 
notes as formerly. 
The volume of gold certificates out­ 
standing increased $20,536,333, reaching 
$142,023,150, the highest point yet noted 
at the end of any fiscal year. Taking 
into account th e ’decrease’in the Treas­ 
ury, the total increase in circulation was 
$29,901,143. 


SILVER DOLLARS. 
The < oinage of silver dollars during 
the year am ounted to $32,484 675, mak­ 
ing a total coinage of $299,424,790. 
The 
increase of net distribution was only $39,­ 
150. 
Owing to the scarcity of one and 
two-dollar notes and their dem and for 
movement of crops,nearly 9.000,000 silver 
dollars were drawn into circulaiion be­ 
tween Muy and November, 1887; but 
when the notes were again to be had, 
the dollars came back to the Treasury as 
they had gone out. 
The Treasurer is of 
the opinion that tbe people have all of 
these coins they want, or are willing to 
take, and recommends that if the pur­ 
chase of silver is to be continued, the 
bullion to be put into 
the 
form of 
heavy bars or ingots, arguing that the 
present supply of dollars will be sufficient 
for any dem and there is likely to be for 
them , and that any increase of certificate 
circulation could be based with perfect 
safety on uncoined metal. The new sil­ 
ver vault in the Treasury building, hav­ 
ing a capacity of one hundred million 
dollars, and said to bo the largest treasury 
vault in the world, io beiBg filled at the 
rate of half a million a day. 
It will hold 
the total coinage of three years, but at 
the end of that period still further storage 
room will probably have to be provided 
unless coinage is suspended. 
The am ount of fractional silver coin in 
the Treasury has notchanged much since 
first accumulating after the resumption 
of specie payment. The Treasurer states 
that the coin in the Treasury is in good 
condition, with th e exception of a little 
of the silver; the half-dollars are much 
worn, some being qnite smooth, and it 
has been impossible to recoin these, be­ 
cause the loos would have been too great 
in proportion to the new coinage, mostly 
dimes which it was necessary to pro­ 
duce. 
The decrease in the amount of deduc­ 
tions on account of mutilations from the 
face value of currencv redeemed, adding 
the num ber of counterfeit notes and coins 
rejected, shows a gratifying improvement

BONDS, BANK DEPOSITS, BTC. 
At the close of tbe year the Treasurer 
hold *178,31ü,«50 ol U nited States bonds 
to secure National bank circulation, and 
$56,128,000 to secue public moneys held 
in depository banks. There was a de­ 
crease during the year of $13,654,050 in 
tbe am ount of the former, and a de­ 
crease of $29.042,500 in tbe am ount of 
the latter. There was $58,712,511 of 
public money held by banks an increaee 
of $35,390,633. The semi-annual duty 
collected from National banks amounted 
to $1.616,127, making an aggregate of 
$136,322.803 since 1865. The net pro­ 
ceeds on National bank notes redeemed 
during tbe year was $98,246,723. 
The 
redem ptions were $11.000,000 greater 
than those of the preceding year, in the 
face of a reduction of $66,500,000 in two 
years io the am ount out standing, and 
greater in proportion to the circulation 
than those of every year, save two, since

Irish Land 
Parchase Bill 
Again Debated.

L o n d o n, November 22.—The debate on 
the Land Purchase hill was resumed in 
the Commons to-night by Parnell. 
He 
declared em phatically that he approved 
the bill, but he believed it was 
designed that under the present circum­ 
stances it wouid be impossible to put it 
into effective operation. 
He had always 
held that the creation of a peasant 
proprietary was the only means of solv­ 
ing the land question. 
His own bill 
simply asked that church tenants he al­ 
lowed to acquire land by paying the 
church commission annually for forty- 
nine years, a rent equal to 4 per cent, or 
the capitalized 
value 
of the hold­ 
ings. 
That would create no riek to the 
imperial exchequer. 
The conservatives 
opposed that proposal, but the time 
would come when they would find 
needful to go further. 
The Irish party 
were always ready and eager to assist i 
the settlem ent of the land question. 
It 
was calumny to any that any one of their 
members tried to make political capital 
out of the question, or opposed the hill 
because it would make the government 
of Ireland easier [cheers]. 
On the con­ 
trary, their opposition to the bill was 
due to the knowledge it would cause a 
loss to the exchequer without effecting 
its ostensible object. 
The Government 
had 
not 
taken 
up 
the 
land 
question with the view of helping the 
tenants, 
but 
at 
the 
col ¡citation of 
the landlords, who, seeing they could 
not any longer maintain the position, 
wanted to üiBpose of their property at 
inflated prices. The only way to make 
the landlords of congested estates agree 
to accept the value of their property, 
was to empower a commission to pur­ 
chase at such prices as would really rep­ 
resent the landlord’6 interests. 
Any bar­ 
gain with the farmers ought to have a 
basis that would put repudiation out of 
the question. The present system of 
the Government, trampled upon national 
feeling. If the Government m eant to 
attem pt the seheme of large land pur­ 
chase, it was essential to establish in 
Ireland a representative of authority to 
act as a buffer between the tenants and 
State. The tenants would have their 86 
and maybe 101 members of Parliam ent. 
I’arneliteB cheer.] 
Lord Randolph Churchill ¿aid the 16- 
sertion that the bill was introduced to 
enable the landlords to sell at inflated 
prices would 
not bear examination. 
Regarding national sentiment, he ap­ 
pealed to Parnell to say w hat room there 
was for romance in dealing with the 
matter-of-fact advance and repaym ent of 
money. Had Mr. Parnell any alternative 
bill? 
Would he support the principle 
of Gladstone’s bill of 1886? 
[Parnell 
here gave a negative shake of the head.) 
Then what other scheme? 
Parnell—I would accept the bill if the 
disadvantages connected with it were 
modified by dealing with arrears. 
Lord Randolph said he trusted, alter 
the recent speeches of the Ministers, the 
Government would bring up the arrears 
question early in the future. 
In the 
meantime he could not adm it that coer­ 
cion militated against land purchase.

Tke German Reichstag Opened by 
the Emperor—His Speech 
Heartily Applauded. 


lAwociated Press Dispatches to th e H xrald. 1 


B brliñ, November 22.—The German 
Keichstadt assembled to-day. 
Em peror 
William opened the session. 
In his 
speech he said the tours he recently 
■uñe convinced him that the desire for 
Imperial unity was deeply rooted in the 
people. H e em phasized the pacific char­ 
acter of G erm any’s foreign relations and 
foreign policy, and said his visits abroad, 
which had been undertaken with a view 
Id effecting an understanding in the in­ 
terests of peace, had caused universal 
confidence in the m aintenance of peace. 
The Em peror made no reference to any 
military bills or credits, and touched but 
briefly upon the East African affairs. 
The Emperor was frequently inter­ 
rupted by warm applause while he was 
reading his speech. 
The passages re­ 
ferring to the peaceful situation, im ­ 
provement in trade and social legislation 
were especially applauded. 
Upon the 
«oclusión of the Em peror’s speech, 
H err Von B-. elhcber, as the representa­ 
tive of the Chancellor, declared the 
Reichstag opened. 
When Em peror W illiam entered the 
chamber be was received with cheers, led 
by Herr Von Buhl, Vice-President of the 
Reichstag. As he retired he was tendered 
an ovation, led by Count Von Lerehen- 
feldkovering, the Bavarian Plenipoten­ 
tiary.

expenditures 800,425.490 marks figure as 
permanent, and 58,554,015 marks as non­ 
recurring expenditures. 
In the extra­ 
ordinary Budget it is estimated that the 
revenue’ from taxation during the coming 
year shows an increase of twenty million 
marks. 
The funds made over from the 
Empire to the Federal States will be 
fifteen million m arks in excess of the 
previous year. 
On the other hand the 
matricular contributions from individual 
States to the Em pire are increased 
1,365,108 marks. 
According to memoranda accompany­ 
ing the naval estimates, several new war 
■hips will be built besides those now in 
the course of construction. The addi­ 
tions will comprise four iron-llads, nine 
amaller armored vessels, 
seven cor­ 
vettes, four cruisers, two dispatch ves- 
m Ib 
and 
two 
torpedo boats. The 
existing war ships, the budget states, 
are still 
serviceable, but 
becoming 
■nadapted to the times. 
It is therefore 
urged that there be created a nucleus for 
first-class ships of from 9,000 to 10.000 
tons. The expenditures under this head 
are to be 116,800,000 m arks, and to be 
distributed over ten years. The increase 
in arm y expendieres am ounts to 7,000,­ 
000 marks, mainly for victualing pur­ 
poses.

The excitem ent w hich occurred at th e 
Republican caucuses did not, for some 
reason, occur at th e primaries yesterday, 
although in nearly all of the precincts 
rival tickets were in the field. 
Large 
crowds gathered 
around th e polling 
places in the center of the city several 
tim es during the afternoon but beyond 
occasional loud talking there was no im ­ 
portant disturbance. 
The polling place 
of 
the Fourth 
Ward 
had been 
re­ 
m oved to the corner of Fifth and Wall 
streets and there w as no repetition of the 
troubles w hich occurred at the preceding 
primary, although the opposing forces 
were on the ground. 
Great Registers 
were in use at the polls, and no one was 
allow ed to vote w hose nam e could not be 
found therein. 
There were tw o tickets in the First 
ward, but. the regular caucus ticket car­ 
ried the day. The opposition or the M iles 
ticket in the Fifth ward was successful 
to the surprise of the caucus ticket ad­ 
herents. 
V ery few Republicans know 
exactly how the Convention w ill stand 
on the Mayoralty. 
The friends of Mr. 
D. E. M iles claim that they have a large 
majority, and those of Mr. L. E . Mosher 
claim that they have more votes than 
appears on the surface. 
Mr. 
M iles’ 
friends claim that ninety of the delegates 
are for him . The standing, it was stated, 
was rendered uncertain, from the fact 
that the fight in som e of th e precincts 
was not so m uch on the M ayoralty as on 
the Councilmen. 
In the Fourth ward 
th e Mosher caucus ticket was defeated 
and the ticket for J. T. Brown for Coun­ 
cilm an was victorious. 
In the Third 
ward the m ain fight was over the candi­ 
dates for C ouncilm en, J. H . Book and 
Frank W alker. 
The 
Book or Union 
League ticket carried the day, and it was 
believed that Mr. D. E . M iles had more 
friends on the ticket than Mr. L. E. 
Mosher. 
It was said that there was a 
great probability of a L-econd Republican 
Convention being h eld by the defeated 
factions. 
The Oro Fino Club ticket was 
not successful in a single instance, and a 
num ber were heard to say that they were 
in favor of calling a convention of their 
own. 
The Convention will assem ble at 
Turner H all to-morrow m orning at 10 
o ’clock. 
In the Third Ward quite a large crowd 
surrounded the polling place at the W ig­ 
wam , from noon until the hour of clos­ 
ing. 
They were about three hundred 
votes cast in this precinct and of these 
240 were for the regular caucus ticket. 
The “ Oro F ino” ticket was in the field, 
but it got no more support than it did at 
the caucus on the preceeding night. The 
vote yesterday was just about as it was 
at the caucus for both tickets. 
In the Second W ard m atters were very 
quiet although a large vote was cast. 
The Courthouse Precinct polled nearly 
300 votes, and ot these alxjut 200 were 
straight caucus tickets. 
The only oppo­ 
sition ticket in the field was the “ Pinto” 
ticket. 
A t the precinct on Tem ple street i t was 
expected that m atters would be lively, 
as there had 
been 
two caucuses and 
each claim ed that it w as regular. Each 
had its ticket in th e field and active work 
« a s d o n e o n both B id e s , but the caucus 
held on W ednesday night was successful 
in carrying its ticket. 
Two hundred and 
fifty-five ballots were cast in this precinct 
and of these the successful ticket ob­ 
tained an average of 160 votes.

subsequently to Jacksonville, 111.

in th e Civil W ar he was appointed on 
the staff of 
G eneral Ben 
P rentiss, 
w ith th e rank of M ajor, and was pro­ 
m oted 
to 
th e 
colonelcy 
of 
the 
Sixth Illinois C avalry, th en Brigadier- 
G eneral of V olunteers in 1803, and Major- 
G eneral in 1865. 
H is services as a 
cavalry leader were conspicuous, an d as 
such he conducted m any im portant and 
successful raids and operations, am ong 
w hich was h is m em orable cavalry raid 
into th e h eart of th e Confederacy in 
1863. 
W ith th ree regim ents of cavalry 
and a battery of artillery he started 
south from L a G range, T enn., on April 
17, 1863, riding in the rear of all th e C on­ 
federate forces opposing G eneral G rant 
down to Baton Rouge, destroying rail­ 
roads, burning depots, cars, bridges and 
large quantities of arm s and w ar m a­ 
terial, an d in sixteen days ife rode over 
600 
m iles, so m etim es' m aking forced 
m arches of forty-eight hours. 
H e sent d etachm ents to th e rig h t and 
left to destroy telegraphs, m anufactories 
and m agazines. 
On th e fifth day after 
th eir departure h is inen rode eight m iles 
through a sw am p in w hich th e w ater 
was from th ree to lour feet deep. Tw enty 
horses were drow ned. 
D uring th e last 
th irty hours they m arched eighty m iles, 
fought two skirm ishes, sw am a river, 
destroyed a C onfederate cam p a n d cap­ 
tured several prisoners. 
Tney w ere now 
altogether w ithout food. 
On reaching 
Baton Rouge, so com pletely w ere tb~ 
m en w orn o u t th a t it is said three-fourths 
of th e com m and w ere asleep in th eir 
saddles.
